Me, Motlor, Mr. KR. §, Wrieht—now Mr. Justice 
Weight—-and’ Mr. Arnold Morley appoarod for 
the Crown, On Aprilll. 1884, Daly was arrested 
at Hirkeanhesd antlsgrchad. Foor lg wore 
found apon him ond sont to the Home Office. 
‘They were examined by Colonel. Maj:aiie, 
the foxpert in explmivas. Tha first contained 

arts’ of infernal machines, ‘the others wore 
bombs, Oolonel-Majundie, in the prosouce of Sir 
FB. Abel, tested the destructive paw, r of these 
bobs by placing, 2 wooden dummies of life 
size and three-quartera of an inch thick ina 
rob, at intervals of a foct apart, and firing one 
of the bombs, All the dummivs wera. atrnek; 
some of thom wero “completely penetrated 
‘ia soyeral places ;” the number of hits npou 
the ‘fignres’ ranged from three to 49. At 
tho time of his arrest Daly was lodging with 
Mr. and Mrs. Bran in Birminghow. In thy 
gardon of Bgan’s howe a battle of nitro-glyoerine 
was found which, Daly admitted that he bad 
baried there, Various Fenian documeats, differ: 
ent kinds of cartridges, and a correspondence on 
Feninn matters between Daly and, Egan, which 
vxtended over ten years, were algo discovered on 
the premises.
